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HISTORY OF THE STEELERS 


The fitth-oldest tranchise in |he NFL, the Steelers were founded an July 8, 
1933 by Arthur Joseph Rooney, Originally named the Pittsburgh Pirates, they 
were a member of the Easlern Division of the ten-team NFL. The other four 
current NFL teams in existence at that time were the Chicago (Arizona) Cardi- 
nals. Green Bay Packers, Chicago Bears and New York Giants. 

One of (he great pioneers of (he sports world, Art Rooney passed away on 
August 25, 1988 following a stroke at the age of 87. "The Cfef,” as he was 
affectionately known, is enshrined in the Pro Football Hall of Fame and is re- 
membered as one oi Pittsburgh's great peaple. 

Born on January 27, 1901 in Coultersville, Pa,, Art Rooney was the oldest 
of Daniel and Margaret Rooney's nine children. He grew up in Old Allegheny, 
now known as Pittsburgh's North Side, and until his death he still lived on the 
North Side just a short distance from Three Rivers Stadium. 

Rooney attended St. Peter's Parochial Schoo! and Duquesne University 
Prep School, He studied collegiately at Indiana (Pa.) Normal, which is now 
Indiana University of Pennsylvania, as well as at Georgetown and Duquesne. 

An exceptional all-around athlete, Rooney held middleweight and welter- 
weight titles from the AAU Boxing Championships and was named to the U.S. 
Olympic Boxing Team in 1920, although he did not participate in the Olympic 
Games. He played minor league baseball from 1920-25 before a promising 
career Was cut short by an arm injury. Rooney continued playing football for 
several semi-pro teams in the Pittsburgh area, He was married on June 11 
1931 to Kathleen McNulty, and the couple had five sons — Daniel, Art, Jr., 
Tim, John and Pat, 

1930s Alter founding the Pirates in 1933, Rooney watched his club struggle 
through its first seven seasons with just 22 wins and five different head coaches. 
While home games were played al Forbes Field, Rooney often took his team to 
such cities as Johnstown, Latrobe, Youngstown, New Orleans, and Louisville 
in the 1930s due to competition with baseball and college football. 

In 1938 Rooney signed Colorado All-America Byron "Whizzer" White toa 
$15,800 contract, making White the first “big money” player in the NFL, White 
led the league in rushing that year and is one of the NFL's most illustrious 
alumni, He retired in 1993 after serving 31 years as a Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court. 

1940s In 1940 Rooney changed the team name to the Pittsburgh Steelers, 
representing the heritage of Pittsburgh, The first winning record in the 
organization's history came in 1942 when head coach Walt Kiesling led the 
Steelers to a 7-4 finish with the league-leading rushing of rookie Bill Dudley, 
But the next year Dudley joined (he Armed Forces along with many other NFL 
players as (he nation went to war. With rosters depleted, Rooney merged the 
Steelers with the Philadelphia Eagles in 1943 (Phil-Pitt "Steagles") and with 
the Chicago Cardinals (Card-Pitt) in 1944, 

Rooney hired legendary Pitt coach Jock Sutherland in 1946, and Dudley 
returnad from (he war to earn NFL MVP honors, leading the league in rushing, 
interceptions, and punt returns. Today, Dudley is amember of the Pro Football 
Hall of Fame 

Sutherland led the 1947 Steelers to an 8-4 record for a share of the East- 
ern division title, but they lost their first-ever postseason game, 21-0 to Phila- 
delphia, Sutherland died suddenly the following spring while on a scouting 
trip, 

1950s Succeeding Sutherland, John Michelosen was head coach for the 
1948-51 seasons, compiling a 20-26-2 record. In 1952 Joe Bach returned for 
his second stint with the Steelers, having coached the team previously in 1935- 
46, The Steelers became the last team to abandon the single wing for the T- 
formation in 1952. 

Bach resigned for health reasons following the 1954 season and was re- 
placed by assistant coach Walt Kiesling, who had been the Steelers’ head 
coach twice previously, Kiesling’s three stints covered the 1939-40, 1941-44, 
and 1954-56 campaians, 

1960s Buddy Parker was named head coach in 1957 and over the next 
eight years he led the Steelers to five non-losing seasons. Hall of Fame quar- 
terback Bobby Layne quarterbacked the team through three of those cam- 
paigns, leading the Steelers to a 9-5 mark and a playoff game vs. Detroit in 
1962, which the Steelers lost 17-10, Parker completed his tenure with a 51-48- 
6 record and ranks second among all-time Steelers coaches for career wins. 

Brief stints by Mike Nixon in 1965 and Bill Austin from 1966-68 preceded 
(he hiring of the 37-year-old Noll on January 27, 1969. Noll began to rebuild 
the Steelers through the draft, starting with the defense when he selected 
defensive tackle Joe Greene with his first choice in 1969. Today Greene is a 
member of the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 

1970s A 1-13 record in 1969 gave the Steelers the first overall choice in 
the 1970 draifl, with which Noll addressed the offense by selecting quarter- 
back Terry Bradshaw, another Hall of Famer, after the Steelers won the first 
selection by winning a coin toss with (he Chicago Bears, Cornerback Mel Blount 
was addedct.on the third round that year, followed by linebacker Jack Ham in 
1971 and running back Franco Harris in 1972. In all, Noll drafted six players 
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who are now enshrined in the Hall of Fame including three in his first 20 picks 
and four of his first 38, 

Two significant changes took place in 1970, when the Steelers moved from 
the NFL Century Division to the AFC Ceniral with the merger of |he American 
Football League and the NFL The Steelers also moved into a new home as 
Three Rivers Stadium opened. Previously, the Steelers had played home games 
at Forbes Field from 1933-57 and at both Forbes Field and Pitt Stadium from 
1958-63. From 1964-69 the Steelers played at Pitt Stadium until Three Rivers 
opened in 1970. 

Gradual Improvement in the early 1970s resulted in the team’s first division 
title in 1972 with an 11-3 record. In the tirst playofl game al Three Rivers the 
Steelers defeated [he Oakland Raiders 13-7 with Franco Harris’ “Immaculale 
Reception” in the final minute. Despite 2 21-17 lass the following week to the 
undefeated Miami Dolphins, the Steelers had reached a new plateau. 

\t took 40 years for the Steelers to finally win their first division title, but 
over the next decade they achieved a level of success unprecedented in pro- 
fessional football, 

In 1973 the Steelers won a wild card playoff berin with a 10-4 record 
Oakland avenged thelr loss from the previous year, however, with a 33-14 de- 
feat of the Steelers in the playoffs. 

The Steelers won their first of six consecutive AFC Central titles in 1974 
and marched past Buttalo (32-14) and Oakland (24-13) en route to their first 
Super Bowl appearance in Super Bowl |X. The fierce Pittsburah defense led 
the way to a 16-6 victory vs. the Minnesota Vikings, and Ar| Roaney was pre- 
sented the Vince Lombardi Trophy for the first time 

In 1975 the Steelers won 11 straight garnes lo linish 12-2 and claim their 
second consecutive division crown. After defeating Baltimore (28-10) and 
Oakland (16-10) in the playoffs the Steelers became the third team in NFL 
history, joining Green Bay and Miami, to win back-to-back Super Bowls with a 
21-17 win vs. the Dallas Cowboys In Super Bowl x, 

The 1976 Steelers struggled in a 1-4 start before reeling of! nine straight 
victories including five shutouts to win the division with a 10-4 mark, They 
defeated Baltimore 40-14 in the playoffs, but could not get past Oakland ina 
24-7 loss alter both starting running backs, Harris and Rocky Bleier, were in- 
jured. The following year the Steelers dropped a 34-21 decision to Denver in 
the playotis after posting a 9-5 regular season record 

In 1978 the Steelers made history after a league-best 14-2 regular season 
and playoff wins ys. Denver (33-10) and Houston (34-5), Their 35-34 
Super Bow! XIll win vs. Dallas made the Steelers the tirst team to win three 
Super Bowls. 

Yet another standard was set the following year as the 1979 Steelers de- 
feated the Los Angeles Rams 31-19 in Super Bowl XIV to make them the firs: 
team in history to win four Super Bowls and the only team te win back-to-back 
Super Bowls twice. The Super Bow! victory followed a 12-4 reqular season 
and playoff wins vs. Miami (34-14) and Houston (27-13). With six consecutive 
AFC Central crowns, eight straight years of playo!l appearances and four Su- 
per Bowl championships, the Steelers were lagged the “Team of |he Decads” 
for the 1970s 

1980s As the 1980s opened the Steelers stumbled, falling to make the 
playoffs in 1980 and 1981 with records of 9-7 and 8-8. 

In 1982 the Steelers celebrated the team's 50th anniversary by qualifying 
for the playoffs with a 6-3 finish in a strike-interrupted season, During the sea- 
son an anniversary banquet was held to commemorate the team’s first 50 sea- 
sons and to honor the Steelers’ all-time team as selected by fan voting. Thou- 
sands of fans were attracted to Pitisburgh fora week of activities and exhibits 
before the anniversary season was ended by San Diego's 31-28 win in the 
playoffs, This would be the last playoff game at Three Rivers until the 1992 
season, a span of 10 years 

The 1983 Steelers won their eighth division litle with a 10-6 record, but tell 
in the postseason, 38-10 to the Raiders. The following year the Steelers won 
their ninth division crown and the team advanaed to the AFC Championship 
game with a 24-17 playoff win at Denver. A 45-28 Miami assault in the AFC 
Championship game, however, prevented the Steelers {rom a filth Super Bowl 
appearance. 

The Steelers’ streak of 13 consecutive nen-losing seasons came to an end 
in 1985 with a 7-9 finish, followed by 6-10 in 1986, Playoff hopes remained 
alive in 1987 until the Steelers lost (heir last (wo games to finish 8-7, 

In 1988 the team suffered through Its worst campaign in 19 years with a 5- 
11 record. The next season got off to 4 similar star! With losses of 51-0 and 41+ 
10 in the first two games as the offense tailed to score in the first. month of the 
season. But the young team fought back to finish 9-7 and earn a wild Gard 
playoff berth on the season's final weekend, An exciting 26-23 overtime play: 
off win in Houston was followed by a heartbreaking 24-23 divisional playoff 
loss at Denver in which the Steelers led until the final minutes, 

1990s A 9-7 linish in 1990 left ihe Steelers in a three-way tie for the AFC 
Central lead, bul they were eliminated {fom playolf contention by a 2-4 divi- 
sion record, The 1991 team finished second in the division despite a 7-9 record, 
winning the last two games under Noll at home against (he Cincinnati Bengals 
and Cleveland Browns. 

On December 26, 1991 Noll arinounced his retirement trom football alter 
39 consecutive seasons, the last 23 as the Steelers’ head coach which made 
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hin one of only four men to coach the same team for 23 consecutive years. He 
left as the fifth-winningest coach in NFL history with an overall record of 209- 
156-1, and as the only coach to win four Super Bowls. Noll was rewarded in 
1993 with his election to the Hall of Fame in his first year of eligibility. 

A new era began in 1992 with the retirement of Noll and the arrival of Bill 
Cowher, the National Football League's youngest head coach al the time he 
assumed control, The first season of the new era saw the Steelers win the AFC 
Central division crown for the first time since 1984 with an 11-5 record. While 
the team enjoyed new-found success, Cowher was recagnized by the Associ- 
ated Press as the NFL's coach of the year and six Steelers played in the Pro 
Bowl, the most in more than a decade 

Under Cowher the Steelers became the first AFC tearn since the 1970 
merger to claim its tenth division title, Their 11-5 record equaled (he best in 
the conference and gave the Steelers the home field throughout the playolfs, 
but in the first postseason game al Three Rivers in exactly 10 years the Steelers 
were defeated by eventual AFC champion Buffalo, 24-3, 

In 1993, the Steelers earned a wild card playoff berth, marking their first 
consecutive playoff appearances since the 1983-84 seasons. A 9-7 record 
was good for second place in the division, bul the season ended in a 27-24 
overtime loss in Kansas City in the wild card round of the postseason. 

The 1994 Steelers won seven of their final eight regular-season games [or 
their strongest finish since 1978, They captured their third division title in three 
years with the AFC's best record of 12-4, After a 29-9 victory over the Cleve- 
land Browns in the first round of the playoffs, Pittsburgh hosted their first AFC 
Championship game since 1984, The game went down to tha wire and the 
Steelers lost to the San Diego Chargers, 17-13. 

At 38, Bill Cowher became the youngest head coach to lead his team toa 
Super Bowl. Along the way, Cowher's team captured their third AFC Central 
division title in four years, made their fourth straight playoff appearance, and 
won the Steelers’ first AFC litle since 1979. After a first-rouna bye. they de- 
ieated the Buffalo Bills (40-21) and the Indianapolis Colts (20-16), before los- 
ing to the Dallas Cowboys 27-17 in Super Bowl XXX in Tempe. Arizona. 

In 1996, injuries forced Cowher to use 40 different starters during the course 
of the season. But the Steelers’ "never-say-die" attitude led to a 10-6 finish 
and their fifth consecutive trip to the playoffs, Cowher earned his 50th regular- 
season win Nov, 3, 1996 in his 73rd game to become the eighth fastest. to 
reach 50 wins. Bill ended the season with 57 career victories and now stands 
as the second winningest coach in feam history, behind his predecessor Noll 

Steelers founder Art Rooney, who was inducted into the Pro Football Hall 
of Fame in 1964, had begun by that time to turn over much of the operation of 
the Steelers to his oldest son, Dan. A decade later, after having worked in 
every area of the organization since 1955, Dan Rooney was named president 
of the Steelers in 1975, Now in his 38th year in the organization, he ts one of 
the most active NFL owners and one of Pittsburgh's most involved executives 
in civic affairs 

Among his community activities, Dan Rooney is a board member for The 
United Way of America, The American Ireland Fund, The American Diabetes 
Association, Presbyterian University Hospital, The Pittsburgh History and Land- 
marks Foundation, and Duquesne University. 

Dan Rooney has also been a member of several NFL commiltees over the 
past 20 years. He has served on the board of directors for (he NFL Trust Fund, 
NEL Films, and the Scheduling Committee. He was appointed chairman of the 
Expansion Committee in 1973, which considered new franchise locations and 
directed the addition of Seattle and Tampa Bay as expansion teams in 1976. 

In 1976 Rooney was also named chairman of the Negotiating Committee, 
and in 1982 he contributed to the negotiations for the Collective Bargaining 
Agreement tor the NFL and the Players’ Association. He again played a key 
role in the labor agreement reached between NFL owners and players in 1993, 

Rooney is currently a member of the eight-person Management Council 
Executive Committee, the Hall of Fame Committee, and the NFL Properties 
Executive Committee. 

Daniel M. Rooney was born on Pittsburgh's North Side on July 20, 1932. 
He is a 1950 graduate of North Catholic High School, where he played quar 
terback on the varsity football team, He went an to graduate from Duquesne 
University in 1955 with a bachelor of arts degree in accounting, Dan and his 
wile Patricia live on the North Side,

BILL COWHER 
HEAD COACH 


Bill Cowher, 40, replaced the legendary hall of fame coach Chuck 
Noll in 1992, and began to carve his own niche in the Steelers history 
books, Cowher ended his fifth season as a head coach with his fifth trip to 
the playoffs, a milestone matched by only two other coaches in NFL his- 
tory. Cowher also earned his 50th regular-season win Nov, 3, 1996 in his 
73rd game to become the eighth fastest head coach to reach 50 wins. 
Bill ended the season with 57 career victories and now stands as the 
second winningest coach in team history, behind his predecessor Noll. 

Under Cowher's guidance the Steelers have featured a trademark run- 
ning attack and a solid aggressive defense. During his five seasons as 
head coach, the team has averaged a league-leading 131 yards a game 
and stands eighth with an average of 327 yards a game in total offense. 
During that same period, the defense has allowed an average of 92 rush- 
ing yards a game and 211 yards passing. Their average total defense of 
303 yards a game ranks second in the NFL, just seven yards behind 
league-leading Dallas. 

While the 1996 outcome didn't compare to the Super Bowl appear- 
ance of the previous season, it might have been one of the best coaching 
jobs of Cowher's young career. For the second straight season, Cowher 
was forced to overcome losses of key starting personnel on a team that 
already featured a re-tooled offense, During the course of the season, the 
Steelers had 14 starters miss 64 starts due to injury. Those adjustments 
forced Cowher to play 40 different starters throughout the season. De- 
spite the adversity, Cowher led the Steelers to their fifth consecutive play- 
off berth and their fourth AFC Central title in five seasons. 

In 1995, at the age of 38, the Pittsburgh-area native became the young- 
est head coach to lead his team to a Super Bowl. Along the way, Cowher's 
team captured their third AFC Central division title in four years, made 
their fourth straight playoff appearance, and won the Steelers’ first AFC 
title since 1979. 

The Steelers’ 11-5 regular season record was the second-best in the 
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AFC which exceeded |he expectations of most. In the offseason, the 
team lost seven veterans through free agency and trades. They had to 
play four games without starting quarterback Nell O'Donnell and almost 
the entire season without 1994's starling cornerbacks Deon Figures and 
Rod Woodson, 2 perennial all-Pro. In addition, linebacker Chad Brawn 
missed six games after a phenomenal star1. 

Despite the setbacks, Cowher was able to rally his team from a near- 
disastrous 3-4 start to an NFL-best eight-game winning streak and a bye 
in the first round of the playoffs. This was accomplished with a major 
change in both offensive and defensive strategies, as \he Steelers made 
key adjustments to compensate for their personnel losses 

The 1995 Steelers led ine AFC in scoring with 407 points and set 
sight new offensive team records. They led the NFL in time of possession 
(32:36/game). On defense, they established new team marks for fewest 
yards allowed rushing and fewest yards per game rushing (82.6/game). 
Their 22 interceptions were second highest in the NFL. 

Cowher was introduced as the Steelers’ head coach on January 21, 
1992, 26 days after the retirernent of Hall of Fame coach Chuck Noll, At 
the age of 34, Cowher was two years younger than Noll was upon be- 
coming the Steelers’ head coach in 1969. 

Cowher returned to his hometown following seven years as an assis- 
tant under Marty Schottenheimer in Cleveland and Kansas City. His ap- 
pointment as the Steelers’ head coach immediately followed a thrao-year 
stint as defensive coordinator and linebackers coach for the Chiels. 

Cowher has 17 years of NFL experience. including five as a player, 
seven as an assistanl Coach and five asa head coach. In his 12 years ot 
coaching, Cowher has never been associaled with 4 team thal posled a 
losing record. In fact, in 11 of the 12 seasons he has been a coach, 
Cowher's team has advanced to the playoffs. 

In his first year as head coach, Cowher was selected the 1992 Na- 
tional Football League's Coach of the Year by the Associated Press and 
The Sporting News. Cowher was also named Pittsburgh's Man of the Year 
in Sports by the Dapper Dan Club. He directed the Steelers to their first 
AFC Central division crown in eight years with an 11-5 record, which was 
the team's best mark since they last won a Super Bowl in 1979. One of 
four AFC teams ta win 11 games in 1992, the Steelers shared the best 
record in the conference as Cowher became one of only 12 coaches in 
NFL. history to win 11 games in his first season as head coach, 

The 1993 Steelers got off to a slow start at 0-2, but six wins in (he next 
seven games brought the team to a 6-3 mark and first place in the AFC 
Central division. On the final weekend of the regular season the Steelers 
claimed the final AFC wild card berth after winning three of the last five 
games. Offensively, the team finished with the exact same AFC rankings 
as the previous year, but it improved fromm 21st to 13th in NFL passing 
rankings. The defense jumped from eighth to first in AFC total defense 
rankings, and from 17th to third in NFL run defense. 

Cowher began his coaching career in 1985 with the Cleveland Browns. 
Al age 28, he was the league's second-youngeést assistant coach. He 
served on Schattenheimer’s staff as the Browns’ special teams coach in 
1985-86 and secondary coach in 1987-88. As secondary coach, Cowher 
saw his 1987 group make 23 interceptions to tie for third in the AFC, while 
in 1988 the Cleveland defense ranked fourth overall in (he conference. 
The following year Cowher went with Schottenheimer to the Kansas City 
coaching slaff 

In 1989, Cowher's firstseason as a 32-year-old defensive coordinator, 
the Kansas City defense led the AFC and ranked second in the NFL in 
total defense. The following year the unil led the league in three catego- 
ries with 60 sacks, 25 fumbles recovered and 45 takeaways, In 1991 the 
Chiefs ranked third in the conference and fifth overall in the NFL en route 
to a 10-6 finish and a wild card playoff berth 

A former linebacker and special teams standout, Cowher enjoyed a 
five-year NFL playing career with the Browns (1980-82) and the Philadel- 
phia Eagles (1983-84), He signed with Philadelphia in 1979 as an undrafted

free agent rookie, but was the last linebacker waived in training camp 
after playing in three preseason games, The following year he signed 
with Cleveland and earned a roster spot, playing in all 16 games includ- 
ing two starts at inside linebacker. 

Cowher sat out the 1981 campaign after suffering a season-ending 
knee injury in the third preseason game. Returning in 1982 as special 
teams captain, he started at outside linebacker in two games while play- 
ing in all nine contests. 

Cowher was traded to Philadelphia prior to the start of the 1983 sea- 
son (Aug. 21) for a ninth-round draft pick. He was selected the Eagles’ 
most valuable special teams player thal year and played in all 16 games, 
In 1984, a knee injury kept him out of all but four games and ended his 
career as a player. Cowher returned to Cleveland the following season 
and began his coaching career as a member of Marty Schottenheimer's 
Browns staff, 

Cowher grew up in the Crafton area West of Pittsburgh, He ts a 1975 
graduate of Carlynton High School, where he excelled in football, basket- 
ball and track. He was selected honorable mention all-state in football as 
a senior before moving on to North Carolina State, where he earned four 
letters and was a three-year starter al linebacker. As a senior in 1978, 
Cowher was selected the team's captain as well as most valuable player 
after leading the defense in tackles for the second straight year. He alsa 
received the 1978 Cary Brewbaker Award as the school's outstanding 
delensive lineman as selected by the coaching staff. In 1979 Cowher 
graduated with a bachelor of science degree in education. 

William Laird Cowher was born in Pittsburgh on May 8, 1957, It was al 
North Carolina State thal Cowher met his wife, Kaye. Also a graduate of 
North Carolina State, Kaye and her twin sister Faye played professional 
basketball for the New York Stars of the Women’s Professional Basketball 
League.

With his fifth straight playoff berth, Cowher becomes the third head coach 
in NFL history to lead his team to the piavets during his first five seasons 
as a head coach. The others were: Paul Brown, Cleveland (1950-54) and 
Chuck Knox, Rams (1973-77). 

In 1996, Cowher became the eighth-fastest NFL coach to reach 50 wins. 
He earned his 50th regular-season win Nov. 3, 1996, in his 73rd game. The 
list of coaches faster to 50: George Seifert & Paul Brown 62, Chuck Knox 
65, Vince Lombardi 66, Don Shula 69, George Halas 71, Joe Gibbs 72, Bill 
Cowher 73, and John Madden 74.

Linebackers Coach 


Mike Archer joined the Steelers lor 
his first NFL assignment March 6, 
1996 to coach linebackers, following 
19 years of coaching at the college 
level, 

Archer, 44. previously served as 
defensive coordinator and |ineback- 
ers coach for Kentucky and was their 
assistant head coach in 1995. He 
joined UK in 1993 following two- 
years (1991-92) as linebackers 
coach at Virginia 

Archer served as head football 
coach at Louisiana State University 
from 1987-90. He led the Tigers to a 
27-18-1 record with appearances in 
the 1987 Gator Bowl and 1989 Hall 
of Fame Bowl, and one Southeast- 
ern Conference Championship in 
1988. As the nation’s youngest Divi- 
sion |-A head football coach (34) in 
1987. Archer led the Tigers to a 10- 
}-1 record and 30-13 Gator Bow! vic- 
tory over South Carolina.

The Steelers’ seventh-round draft 
choice out of Penn State in 1961, 
Hoak spent 10 seasons in the Pitts- 
burgh backfield.

Kent Stephenson enters his 33rd 
season of coaching, his 13th in the 
NFL and his sixth with the Steelers 
He was named offensive line coach 
on February 7, 1992, following seven 
Sst in the same capacity with the 

eattle Seahawks. 

Under Stephenson, the offensive 
line developed into one of the best 
inthe NFL. In 1995. the unit allowed 
24 sacks on the season and just 21 
in 1996, The Steelers also join Buf- 
falo and Dallas as one of only three 
teams to average over 2,000 yards 
a season since 1992 and lead the 
NFL with an average of 131 yards a 
game. 

Four of Stephenson's players have 
earned Pro Bow! honors, including 
Dermontti Dawson, Carlton Haselrig 
and Duval Love, Two players, John 
Jackson and Will Wolford, were 
named alternates last season 

Stephenson's coaching career be- 
gan in 1965 and includes 16 years 
at Ihe college level and two in the 
USFL prior to his entering the NFL in 
1985 with Seattle 

He coached al Wayrie State from 
1965-68 and spent the next 18 years 
at North Dakota (1969-71), Southern 
Methodist (1972-73), lowa (1974- 
76), Oklahoma State (1977-78) and

Stephenson moved to the profes- 
sional level in 1983 as offensive line 
coach of the USFL Michigan Pan- 
thers (1983-84).

JACKSONVILLE JAGUARS 24, STEELERS 9 


September 1 at Jacksonville, 70,210 (3:01) GAME 1 


For the second straight season, the Steelers opened with a loss and suffered 
a major injury to an all-Pro defender, Pittsburgh's starting LB Greg Lloyd was 
lost for the season with a torn patella tendon in his left knee, The Jaguars 
controlled the game from their opening drive that covered 80 yards in eight 
plays, With just six minutes and 34 seconds elapsed in the 1st quarter, QB 
Mark Brunell hit Willie Jackson for a 38-yard TD pass to lake the early lead. 
While the defense and special teams provided good field position, the offense 
struggled, Pittsburgh got on the board with a 48-yard Norm Johnson field goal 
to end the first quarter. Then they drove to the Jaquars’ 11-yard line but were 
forced (o seitle with a second Norm Johnson field goal. Jacksonville added 
another TD wilh.a six-play, 60-yard drive as time expired in the half and took a 
14-6 lead to the locker room, Approximately five minutes into the third quarter, 
Lioyd was injured and Pittsburgh adjusted their defensive game plan. Chad 
Brown moved to ROLB and Jerry Olsaysky took over at RILB. A Rod Woodson 
interception yielded a third Johnson field goal, as Pittsburgh's "red-zone” 
troubles cominued. With the fourth-quarter score al 14-9, Jacksonville added 
a 52-yard field goal and (hen used a Mike Tomczak interception to set up their 
final TD. Jacksonville captured their second home victory over the Steelers by 
a margin of 24-9.

The Steelers Monday Night magic worked in overdrive as they raised their 
MNF record in Three Rivers Stadium to 6-0 under Bill Cowher with a 24-6 win 
over the Bills. The Steelers used the power of Jerome Bettis and the elusive- 
ness of Erric Pegram to roll up 222 yards on the ground. Bettis scored twice, 
including a 43-yard rumble before halftime. The defense intercepted Jim Kelly 
four times - tWice by Levon Kirkland and once by Carnell Lake, who raced 47 
yards to a touchdown with seconds remaining in the half. The Bills opened the 
scoring wilh a 31-yard field goal by Steve Christie in the first quarter. Pilts- 
burgh responded with a Jerome Bettis touchdown on its next possession.
